LONDON, Nov. 28 (AP) — 
Leaders of the British family of 
nations conferred today about 
realizing their old dream of giv- 


ing the pound. more - health, 
strength and freedom. 

Their aim is to let Britain’s 

money leave the locked room of 
the sterling area in which it now 
lives. Only the Government has 
the key of the sterling area 
which covers all .the Common- 
wealth states—excepting Canada 
which uses the dollar—and a few 
fore countries. 
. Jf Britain and “its sterling area 
parthers had enough spare for- 
eign cash—either in gold or dol- 
Jars.-—- they could quite easily 
move to free their own money 
from its captivity. 

In practical terms to <e ordi- 
nary Briton it could mean buying 
what he likes where he likes, 
traveling abroad as much as he 
likes, or sending pounds to his 
relatives. in the United States, 
which they could change - into 
dollars. 

And to the American business 
man who has sunk money into 
some Commonwealth business it 
would mean he could draw. his 
‘profits in dollars much more 
freely than he can do. now. - 

The Commonwealth statesmen 
set out also to give their money 
so much life as to make other 
foreign nations go for it. 

Trade and Profits. 


They think they might succeed 
not only by selling much. more 
than they buy from the world but 
also by making a big profit. If 
they succeed. it might open the 
way to them to demand more than 
the $2.80 that they get today for 
the British pound. 

With Britain’s Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden presiding, the 
Commonwealth ministers’ in turn 
set forth their ideas on how to 
reach the common goal of a con- 
vertible pound, Official sources 
said there were some differences 
of view over means and timing. 

Assembled in a conference 
room in Whitehall, the. Govern- 
ment quarter, the Prime Ministers 
and Finance. Ministers examined 
the future of their currency with- 
in the broader framework of their 


ttrade and finance relations with

‘Canada, South Africa and Aus- 
tralia—all: rich, expanding coun- 
tries—were said to favor a swift, 
i brave dash for the freedom of 
the pound, They would stand to 
gain by it because they make or 
sell the sort of things that earn 
lots of. pounds. It wouid suit 
them to be-able freely to swap 
those pounds for dollars. . 

Britain and the. rest have long 
urged a step-by-step haul to con- 
vertibility. They do not regard 
it as a goal in itself, They want 
it only as part of a wider, freer 
global trading program and only 
after the Commonwealth nations, 
singly and jointly, buy more than 
they sell and find new: sources of 
capital. 

These questions brought the 
ministers face-to-face with wider 
issues which included: 

1, Their ‘relations with the 
American-led dollar world. 

2 Their attitude towards such 
international agencies as the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund, the 
World Bank ‘and the General 
Agreement on Trade and Tariffs. 

IMF governs money standards 
and behavior of its members, the 
World Bank promotes investment 
and development projects, and 
GATT is a many-sided accord for 
scaling down tariffs. All were 
set up by the 1944 Bretton Woods 
conference and are held by most 
Commonwealth countries today to 
be out of date. 

Eden’s Talk With Eisenhower. 


Eden was reported to have giv- 
en his fellow ministers a first- 
hand account of his talks with 
President-elect Eisenhower and 
Eisenhower designated Secretary 
of State, John Foster Dulles. 
Eden met both men in New York 
.recently and discussed the prob- 
lems now facing the Common- 
wealth with them. 

The British Foreign. Secretary 
is believed to have sounded out 
Eisenhower on the possibility of 
an early top level conference on 
some of the issues with which the 
Commonwealth leaders are con- 
cerned. Eisenhower’s views, as 
related to the conference by Eden, 
were not immediately disclosed. 

The two-week conference opened 
last night with Prime Minister 
Churchill formally welcoming his 
colleagues. After a discussion of 
general questions of procedure,

HITS REDS ON TWO 
INDOCHINA FRONTS 


HANOI, Indochina, Nov. 28 
{AP)—French fighters and bomb- 
ers carried the war to the Com- 
munist-led Vietminh yesterday 
on two fronts—around menaced 
Na San in the northwest and 
within the French-held Red river 
delta. 

The French command has been 
expecting a heavy assault by 
18,000 rebels encircling a French 
Union garrison of perhaps 10,000 
at Na San, an air base in the 
mountains 117 miles west of 
Hanoi, but ground action ‘was 
limited to light, probing attacks. 

The French, well dug in and 
supplied by airlift from Hanoi, 
believe the Vietminh has been 
seriously hurt by air attacks. A 
spokesman said French fighter 
planes, striking targets on the 
basis of information supplied by 
a prisoner, destroyed a Vietminh 
regimental command post less 
than two miles from Na San. 
Vietminh mortar crews drew

Finland is entirely at thé mercy 
of the Soviet Army. Helsinki is 
very close to Leningrad. A great. 
part of the provinee of Karelia, 
in the southeast and the valuable 


nickel mines of the northeast, to- 
gether with Finland’s only outlet 
to the Arctic Ocean, have been 
swallowed up by the Soviet Union. 
A dozen miles to the southwest 
of Helsinki in the Porkkala re- 
gion there is a Russian enclave 
-on a 60-year lease and ‘trains on 
the main line to the Baltie port 
of Turku have their windows 
roe as they cross their ter- 
ory. 


It is, one might have thought, 
a hopeless situation, but the Finns 
do not regard it as hopeless at all. 

There is, of course, the inevita- 
ble feeling of fatalism. Under 
the terms of the peace treaty, 
Finland has no air force and next 
to no army, so the Finns could 
not hope to repeat again their 
resistance of the “Winter Wat” 
against Russia in 1939-1940. But 
fatalism is by no means the only 
motif ‘here. 


In the last resort, of course, 
the fate of Finland depends no 
less than the fate of Berlin and 
Vienna on decisions made in Mos- 
cow, Washington and London, 
but the Finns do not accept this 
as the reason for doing nothing.

Both of these projects demand a third—the 
building of at least three radial expressways to 
provide six-lane. limited-access thoroughfares 
linking the downtown area with major interstate 
highways in St. Louis county. Without the major 
operation represented by the expressway pro- 
gram, all other means of dealing with traffic 
congestion will be but palliatives for a steadily 
worsening situation. 

The state and federal governments stand 
ready to spend eight million dollars a year in 
developing the expressways. Conceivably more 
funds might be available in the future. A city 
bond issue, as suggested by Mr. Baer, may be 
needed. In any case, enough money is now in 
sight to warrant a profound effort to get the 
program started. 

St. Louis cannot afford to bicker over the pre- 
cise location of the expressway routes any long- 
er. It is time that city and county got together 
and agreed on the great decision to begin build- 
ing. 

Who will supply the leadership? That the re- 
sources of leadership are here goes without say- 
ing. St. Louis proved that by banishing noxious 
smoke. Let us now unite to build the express-

From 
the Chief on down through the ranks, no officer 
knows what kind of gossip is spread about his 
personal life or his work. It is no wonder that 
individual spirit and zeal have suffered. 

Private investigations by Police Board mem- 
bers are as unnecessary as they are dangerous to 
morale. The department maintains an inspector's 
office to examine complaints of all kinds against 
police officers. It is set up to be the eyes and 
ears of the Chief in. internal matters and, 
through him, of the Police Board. 

Commissioners who bypass the Inspector and 
the Chief and otherwise ignore command chan- 
nels are inflicting a serious hurt on the depart- 
ment and handicapping.its efforts to enforce the 
law..

What is subversion? The question has occupied 
Congress unceasingly, and the Cox Committee 
has just received an eloquent answer from Rob- 
ert M. Hutchins. 

Testifying about educational foundations, Dr. 


Hutchins was led to the subject of Communism - 


by Congressman Cox. The associate director of. 
the Ford Foundation said first it is necessary to 
oppose Communist aggression by force. Then he 
added: 

It is also my impression that along with 
this effort, we must maintain and develop 
the basic sources of our strength, and the 
basic sources of our strength are the west- 
ern tradition of freedom — freedom of 
thought, freedom of. discussion, and freedom. 
of association. 

Thus he reached his point: Any barriers and 


limitations on our freedoms would be “truly 


subversive to democratic institutions.” 

There was a time when this would have been 
an elementary statement in Washington or in an 
eighth grade classroom. If it were not for these 
freedoms, our universities would be mere disci- 
plinary schools, our business would not be free 
enterprise, our government would be tyranny, 
and our life would lie in the slough of despond 
which history has marked for the unfree. 

Is all this as clear ag it should be today? For 
Dr. Hutchins spoke before a committee which 
questioned the extent. of freedom in colleges, 
and at a time of repeated attacks on freedom, 
Teachers have been fired, actors blacklisted, 
books censored and public reputations black- 
ened because of the non-conformity of thoughts, 
discussions or associations. 

What is subversion? It can be, like Commu- 
nism, a systematie effort to wreck democracy.

At a Wednesday night preview 
for the Friends of the Museum, 
some of whom are donors to the 
gallery; Perry Rathbone, museum 
director, remarked that the mu- 
seum has easily the most, valuable 
Thanksgiving bird in St, Louis 
this year.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 28 (AP) 
—Morton Sobell, convicted atomic 
spy, has begun serving his 30-year 
term in Alcatraz prison. 

As he walked off a plane from 
New York Wednesday night the

tem” bonus rule for kid bali play- 
ers which would enable them fo 
earn extra money if they make 
good without subjecting them to 
the restrictions of bonus players. 

General Manager George M. 
Weiss said the Yankee organiza- 
tion would introduce the bonus 
legislation at the minor league 
meetings here next week through { 
their Kansas City farm club. 

“We feel that our Tule is more 
feasible and workable than the 
one which has been proposed by 
the baseball executive council,” 
Weiss said. ; 

Under the sdé-called Kansas City 
plan, high school or sandlot play- 
ers without professional experi- 
ence could bé paid tp to $6000 
for signing . contracts ..without 
making them bonus players. Un- 
der the executive council plan, 
which has then endorsément of 
Baseball -Commissioner Ford 
Frick, there is a $4000 limit which 
is extended .to $5000. to conform 
to minimum wage levels, if the 
player is signed to a major league 
contract. 

“Under our plan, however, the 
player can receive an additional 
$2500 if he makes good with a 
minor league club of the Triple 
A level and.he ean receive $2500 
on top of that if he sticks with

THE NEED MEN HAVE for contemplation and.

solving \for us most of the problems of living. 
Yet we’are amazingly unselective in the material 
we store away in this warehouse and the way in 
which we use it. If we take the trouble, from time 
to time, to glance inside the mind, it is apt to 
resemble nothing so much.as a housewife’s handbag 
in a state of hopeless confusion. Turn it: upside 
down and shake it, and .out falls a remarkable 
jumble of information and misinformation, all 
cluttered together, a tangle of fact. and fiction, 
tolerance and prejudice, and countless odds and 
ends of goods of every kind.

IF THERE IS any purpose to this catch-bag of 
thought and image which we call the mind, it must 
be above all else. to capture for each one of us 
some sense of the reason for being, since without 
this, life becomes empty of meaning. and sinks to 
the level of the lowest animals. Yet it is not 
necessary that this “reason for being” be the same 
for all people or, indeed, for any two_of us. Thus 
St. Francis of Assizi had as his all-impelling reason 
for being, if we may judge from “The Little 
Flowers,” the salvation of the human soul. In the 
same way this reason may be, for the poet the 
translation of visual beauty or some noble idea 
into the imagery of words. For the builder it is 
the creation of the towering skyscraper or far- 


flung bridge which spans the mighty river; or for - 


the statesman, the molding of a ‘better world 
for mankind.

EVEN FOR THOSE OF US who are neither 
saint, poet, nor statesman, there must be fairly well 
defined reasons for being if life is to have form 
and meaning. Food, clothing, the daily tasks at 
office; factory, farm or in run a home; good 
com ns, travel, amusement; these are neces- 
sary atid a part of living. Yet if they are the only 
images which fill our minds, I'd say we were living 
at about the level of a contented cow or a well-fed 
hunting dog which asks no more of life than a day 
in the -field with his master and a warm place 
beside the fire. Fortunately for the hitman race, 
however, few minds are satisfied with only the 
images: relating to physical comfort, and equally 
fortunate, one thing leads to another.

THE THING WHICH HAPPENS is that we find 
something outside ourselves in which we become 
‘interested. This interest cannot develop without 
thought, concentration, reflection, the accumulation 
and orderly filing away in the mind of information. 
And this is true whether the interest which has 
captured us be art, astronomy, music, history, the 
natural world or the freedom of mankind. The 
farther we pursue the interest, the broader it 
becomes, and as it develops, it adds constantly to 
our sense of the meaning of life. This is an experi- 
ence which all of us have shared and which we 
are constantly observing. Most youngsters who have 
the opportunity become interested in the outdoors; 
but here and'there is one who develops a special 
curiosity about. plants, birds, animals or the very 
stuff of which the earth is formed. From among 
these come our naturalists, geologists, foresters, 
agricultural scientists. And we've observed the 
same phenomenon among adults. The hunter be- 
comes curious about the conditions under which 
his quarry lives and eventually becomes a conser- 
vationist. The nature lover becomes a defender of 
the wilderness, and the amateur ornithologist finds 
himself involved in the relationship of man to his 

whole physical environment.

THERE IS NO FIELD, it seems to.me, which 
offers more opportunity for the enrichment of 
human life than the natural world which is ail 
around us. Many of us, it is true, have lost our 
roots in the land. We live in cities and towns where 
it is easy to forget our utter dependence on the 
world of soil, water, sun, plants and animals. We 
view with complacency the attitude of expediency 
and “enlightened self-interest” toward these re- 
sources on which our Very existence depends. We 
are not disturbed that*men treat the crop and 
forest lands; the marshes and grassy plains, as 

property in the purely economic sense, to be used 
san exploited according to the whims of the 
individuals who happen to claim ownership at some 
given moment. 

There is a fallacy in this belief that economics 
must determine our whole attitude toward the 
land. We find this being proved time and again 
by individual landowners who have discovered 
through the investment of ‘time, skill, forethought 
and faith that their land is not an enemy to be 
conquered, but a partner in a ¢ontinuing adventure 
in rich and satisfactory’ living.

Truth About Epilepsy 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


LTHOUGH 2,000,000 people in the United States have it, 

too many people don't know the truth about. epilepsy. 

The false notions about this disability hurt epileptics 
needlessly both job-wise and socially. , ~ 

Epileptics are not less intelligent than other people: ‘They 
are not insane. The opposite is true. Nearly ‘all epileptics 
have normal intelligence. About as large a percentage of 
epileptics have superior intelligence as do other people. 

Epilepsy is not a disease of “fits” although the: word it- 
self does mean seizures. It was so named when only by the 
seizures could epilepsy be recognized, 


Ke 


MANY EPILEPTICS have no fits or seizures, They mere- 
ly have brief moments of daze which may.jhot be visible to 
others. There are also other symptoms which doctors call 
epileptic equivalents. 

Most epilepsy does not disable the sufferer when properly 
treated. Most epileptics can carry through with regular public 
schooling. 

Those who have seizures may have occasional attacks even 
with good treatment. They should not pilot airplanes, drive 
other vehicles, or work in high places and around unprotected 
machinery. 

Those epileptics. who rarely. have seizures while taking 
medicine can do good work. Employers have an. unfortunate 
prejudice against all epileptics. This even goes back into 
the state compensation laws. 

The usual kind of epilepsy is caused by diffuse damage 
to the nervous system. This occurs early in life, sometimes 
because of birth difficulties. Epilepsy is not inherited. Symp- 
toms usually begin in the first 20 years of life, often at puberty 
or adolescence. The disability usually becomes milder with 
aging. 
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ANOTHER, BUT RARE, CAUSE is .a penetrating wound 
of the brain with formation of scar tissue. Such scar tissue 
can irritate the brain to produce certain kinds of seizures. 

In these cases, surgical removal of the scar tissue 
eure the epilepsy. Surgery does not cure epilepsy caused by 
diffuse nervous system injury early in life. : 

In the last few years, a number of synthetic drugs have 
controlled. epileptic seizures. better than: previous treatment 
did. However, the best treatment in any particular person 
often has to be found by. trying various medicines. There is 
no one drug which will absolutely control seizures in everyone. 
Sometimes combinations of medicines give the best results. 
Fortunately, the horribly distasteful high-fat diet once used 
has now been almost completely abandoned. 

Too many people sin against epileptics by discriminating 
against them and by. surrounding this common disease with a 
wholly false condemnation.
